POISONED WEAPQNS. 


HOW SAVAQE NATIONS MAKE SURE 


OF DEALING DEATH. 


Some ot the VenomoUH Mixtures tj»ed 


by tlie Barbarians Retain Their 
Life Destroying Properties For an 
Indefinite Time. 


From the age of stone up to the time 


•when the ait of killing one's neighbor 
led to the discovery of powder and fire- 
arms primitive peoples, owing to the 
insufficiency of their weapons to cause 
prompt death, have invented means of 
giving them poisonous qualities. Poi- 
soned weapons, whether they are ar- 
rows, knives, lances'or what not, may 
get their fatal properties from either 
vegetable or animal poisons. 


The South American Indians use 


curare; the natives of India, Indo- 
China, Borneo and the Moluccas em- 
ploy, or rather did employ, the upas to 
poison their weapons; the negroes of 
the Sudan and the Kongo still make 
use of a'poison extracted from different 
varieties of strophanthus called in'bou- 
mou or ine, according to the regions 
whore it is employed; the people of 
South Africa, tho Hottentots, the Bush- 
men, 
the Kaffirs and the Akkas, poison 


their arrows with the venom of divers 
serpents, the cobra de capello among 
others; 
certain tribes of equatorial 


Africa, tho N'Dris and the Banjiris, 
use their arrows after long burial in 
decomposing corpses, to communicate 
blood poisoning, which results 
in 


speedy death; in Oceanica the natives 
of New Caledonia,. the Hebrides and 
the Solomon group give their enemies 
lockjaw by soaking their arrows in 
marshes containing large quantities of 
the bacillus of tetanus. 


The first three kinds of poison are 


practically of vegetable origin, though 
the local medicine men mix with their, 
preparations red ants, snakes' venom, 
toads' eyes, etc. They are the charac- 
teristic alkaloids of plants, which serve 
as the basis of a deadly poisonous mix- 
ture. Curaro, upas and m'bonmon have 
as their 
principal elements plants 


whose species yary with the tribe,' and 
which all belong to tho strychnine fam- 
ily. The three last named poisons, ex- 
cept that al tho South African negroes, 
are of microbial origin. 


What are the value, duration and 


activity of these poisons ? Cnraro keeps 
indefinitely. 
In 1757 in the course of 


experiments in physiology made in 
France with curarized arrows brought 
in 1753 from equatorial America by La 
Condamine,.a-fowl scratched with one 
of these arrows died in seven minutes. 
Among the Ouiteto Indians, lumps of 
curare handed down from father to son 
have preserved all their poisonous ac- 
tivity, although covered with mold. 
Tho same may be said for the upas, 
which, kept in little asctionsof bamboo 
for seven or, eight. years, retains the 
samo activo qualities as when freshly 
prepared. Malay weapons, even those 
of steel, always keep their poisonous 
properties. 


The black races that use ine claim 


that it will keep only a short timo bo- 
fore it spoils. Now, ine, which is an 
aqueous maceration of strophanthns 
seeds, to which ia added the juice of a 
Qg or of a ouphorbi, and generally also 
vipers' venom, becomes covered with 
mold at tho end of a few weeks, but 
notwithstanding it has preserved all its 
toxic properties. Guinea pigs have been 
killed in a few minutes by being 
scratched with arrows whose points 
had molded. In fact, tho vegetable 
poisons used by primitive peoples for 
their arrows keep indefinitely and al- 
ways make effective weapons. 


This is not the case with poisons of 


animal or microbian origin. As we 
have seen above, tho Bushmen, the 
Kaffirs and the Akkas poison the points 
of their arrows with eerpent venom, 
especially that of the cobra. At the end 
of two or three weeks their arms have 
lost all harmful quality. This is due to 
a single cause. Tho venom of snakes, 
which is preserved indefinitely in alco- 
hol, becomes covered in air with a pe- 
culiar mold, which has not been studied 
hitherto and which removes all poison- 
ous effect from the venom. 


The poison used on the arrows of the 


N'Dris of the Upper Ubanghi is noth- 
ing else than the septic vibrio (microbe 


blood poisoning), which dies in the 


air if it is not in the presence of do-, 
composition. 
Thus those arrows are 


harmful only during a very short time 
As for the arrows of the New Cale- 
donians, which infect their victim with 
tetanus, authorities do not agree about 
the duration of their harmful action, 
although it is proved that the bacillus 
of Nicolaier cannot live except in a very 
moist medium and together with other 
bacilli, harmless or otherwise, such as 
tho soptic bacillus, which, as we have 
oeen, dies in a short time. 


Thus in all cases the poisoned arrows 


of the races that make use of vegetable 
alkaloids are much more to bo feared 
than thoso of the tribes that employ 
poisons of animal or microbian origin.

ing from sugar beet properties. 


In the first lesson we received from 


Professor Wilson we were made to an 
deritand that It was neoesimry that i 
beet should have a certain style to en- 
title it to consideration. A beet that 
.jets itself np upon the ttyle and form 
of a short, fat mac will receive no con- 
sideration as a sugar producer, bat H 
beet that gets itself up upon the style 
and form of a tall, slender gentlemai 
ia entitled to have and receive scien- 
tific consideration and ecieutiflo oare, 
because it is within the line of tcieii 
title work ae a sugar producer, which 
information was tlightly embarrassing 
as we had been under the belief tbat 
nature was not a respectur of persons 
and why it should be of beets

allowed the time to do so. 
The 
professor, at the closs of the 


first lesson, put a student at work 
grinding some very stylish and fentee 
looking beetf, the juice of which waf 
pressed out, and then the chemicM 
processes were applied, within a very 
few minutes from tha beginning of the 
chemical work it was completed. 


When the chemical work was finished 


the test process registered a fraction 
more than twenty per cent of sngar, 
which per cent ia not found in the 
smear beets of many countries.

AWESOME TREES. 


How the Giants of tfce Yoaemite Im- 


prc»»cd a. Traveler. 


We made a side trip to the l>:g trees 


of the Mariposa group, which 
are 


about one hour's ride from the hotel, 
says a correspondent. If the smallest 
of these trees could be planted any- 
where in Pennsylvania, the railroads 
would run excursion trains to it and 
make money. The trees in this grove 
are so large that it takes a good while 
to fully appreciate the facts about the 
size of the biggest of them. 
The 


"Grizzly Giant" is 34 feet through nt 
the base and over 300 feet high. This 
tree would overtop the spires on the 
Pittsburg cathedral by about 100 feet. 
The trunk of this tree is 100 feet 
clear to the Orst limb, which is 20 feet 
in circumference. 
Many other trees 


here are nearly as large as this one, 
and there are 400 in the grove. 


Through it several tunnels have been 


cut, and a four horse stage can go 
through these tunnels on the run and 
never graze a hub. You get nn ap- 
proach to an adequate idea of their 
size by walking off a hundred yards or 
so while tbe stage is standing at the 
foot of a tree, and glancing from top 
to bottom, keeping the stage in mind 
as a moans of comparison. The stage 
and horses look like the little tin outfit 
that Santa Clause brought you when 
you were a good little boy. 


These trees are no longer to be called 


the largest in the world, however. A 
species of eucalyptus has been found 
In Australia as large or larger. Emer- 
son warns us ngainst the use of the 
superlative, but when you are in this 
region of the globe you can't get alonj 
without a liberal use of it. He himseli 
says of Yosemite, "It is the only spot 
I have ever found that carne up to the 
brag." And as I stood in the big tree 
grove I remembered that some one 
called Emerson himself "the Sequoia 
of the human race."—Pittsburg Dis 
patch. 


The Largest .Nntiirul Bridge. 


Down ou Pine creek, near Cam] 


Verde, A. T., is a natural bridge tha 
is probably greater than any other in 
the world. It is nearly five times th 
size of the natural bridge of Virginia 
and has a span of more than 500 fee 
across Pino creek, which is dry 300 
days in the year.

bridge is about 80 feet, and it is about 
tiuO feet wide.—Chicago Record.
